September 8, 1771, the Fathers 
set up the Mission “San Gabriel 
Arcangel” about six or eight 
miles out from Yangna. Ten 
years thereafter, on September 
4, 1781, Governor Felipe de 
Neve, carrying out a precon- 
ceived plan, came over from 
San Gabriel with 44 persons, 
sent as colonists from Mexico, 
and with appropriate religious 
ceremonies (the Spanish never 
did anything without the sanc- 
tion of religion) brought into 
existance “El Pueblo de Nues- 
tra Senora La Reina de Los 
Angeles” (The Town of Our 
Lady the Queen of the Angels). 
Subsequently, as the little com- 
munity grew, “El Pueblo” be- 
came “La Ciudad” (The City). 
Custom has abbreviated the 
name to “Los Angeles.” 

In 1800 the Pueblo had 315 
inhabitants—in 1810 the num- 
ber had increased to 415. About 
1811 began the widespread 
revolutionary movements in 
“New Spain” which gave inde- 
pendence to Mexico by 1822. 
Americans and other foreigners 
began to enter the country. 
Then followed a most romantic 
period — that of the great 
ranchos on which horses, cattle 
and sheep were raised in vast 
numbers. The social life of the 
people was gay, easy and bril- 
liant—feasting, dancing, rac- 
ing and gaming were the prin- 
cipal amusements. Hospitality 
among all classes was warm 
and spontaneous. Many are the 
tales of beautiful senoritas in 
shimmering gowns, mantillas 
and rebozos—of dashing cabal- 
leros on prancing steeds, with 
gold silver ornamented 
saddles, bridles and 
equipment often costing thou- 
sands of dollars. But, as in all 
frontier communities, a rough 
criminal element developed and 
there was much political un- 
rest.

NOTICE 
To All Members of the American 
Federation of Musicians: 

For the purpose of avoiding ther 
misunderstanding concerning traveling 
dance orchestras, the following rules, in 
addition to the present rules of the Fed- 
eration, will also govern such orchestras 
in future: 

(A) Traveling dance orchestras which 
establish headquarters in the jurisdiction 
of any local are not permitted to compete 
for or accept and play engagements in 
said jurisdiction. 

(B) A member cannot form a traveling 
dance orchestra in the jurisdiction of the 
local to which he belongs, and make such 
jurisdiction the headquarters of the or- 
chestra, and compete for and fill local 
engagements with same. 

(C) If a traveling dance orchestra plays 
engagements in the jurisdiction of a Joval 
to’: which some of the members belong, 
then the local members who are pari of 
the orchestra must also receive the 
traveling price for the engagement.

To All Members of the American 
Federation of Musicians: 


This office has been advised that some | 


local radio broadcasting stations enter 
into an arrangement with employers who 
use traveling orchestras to share part of 
the expense of the orchestra on condition 
that the orchestra will render services at 
such radio station by remote control. 


As such an arrangement is unfair and 
has the tendency to destroy employment 
opportunities for local members at radio 
stations, the following order is hereby 
issued in conformity with Section 1, of 
Article 1 of the Bay-Laws of the Ameri 
can Federation of Musicians, and is bind- 
ing on all members and locals: 


“In any case in which a local broad- 
casting station shares the expense to em- 
ploy traveling band or orchestra, dance 
or otherwise, which performs in a hotel, 
restaurant, ‘cafe, or dance hall, or any 
other place, the local in whose jurisdic 
tion such engagement is filled has the 
right to prohibit such traveling band or 
orchestra from piaying either directly or 
by remote control for such local radio 
station, and members of traveling bands 
or orchestras are governed by such ac 
tion. If they fail to conform to the local’s 
decision in the matter, the local may 
prefer charges against the members with 
the International Executive Board of the 
American Federation of Musicians.”

A VETERAN PASSES ON 


On Saturday, November 28th, fourteen 
Toronto bands gav@ a massed band con- 


cert in the Arena Gardens on behalf of — 


the unemployed musicians. On Monday, 
December 7th, more than one hundred of 
these members, under the direction of 
Captain John Slatter, played funeral 
music in honor of Joseph Weatherburn, 


secretary-treasurer of the Toronto local, 


who for years was an untiring champion 


in the cause of Toronto musicians and = 
who was very active in the promotion of © 


the successful concert given on behalf of 
the unemployed musicians. 


Brother Weatherburn waged many hard 


fought battles for his men and at the 
funeral service, held from his residence, 
hundreds of musicians, some whose 
names are household words in the music 
world, gathered to pay their last respects 
and to express the esteem they felt for 


He was at his office as usual on Friday . 


and apparently was in the best of health. 
He was enjoying the company of a party 
of friends at his home in the evening 
when seized with a stroke. In spite of 
all medical aid could do, he died in a few 
hours. Just four months previous Mrs. 


Weatherburn passed on in a similar mat- 4 
ner, and this no doubt had much to do — 
with hastening the death of Brother © 


Weatherburn.

Brother Weatherburn attended many 
conventions of the American Federation 


of Musicians and acted as delegate on 


many important committees. 
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captured the town of Sonoma with Gen- 
eral M. G. Vallejo and a few soldiers. The 
“Bear Flag” was raised—a gesture con 

_ stituting practically all of the so-called 
“California Republic.” 

August 6, 1846, Commodore Robert F. 
Stockton,. commanding the U. S. Pacifie 
fleet, arrived at San Pedro (about twenty 
miles from Los Angeles), landin,, sailors 
and marines. On the lith, headed by the 
brass band of sixteen pieces from the 
frigate “Congress,” he began the march 
inland with about 400 men. Major John 
Cc. Fremont and approximately 150 men 
of the “California Battalion of Volun- 
teers” joined Stockton and on the 13th 
they entered Los Angeles without oppo- 
sition. 

Leaving a garrison of fifty men under 
Lieutenant Archibald H. Gillespie, Stock- 
ton and his ships went to Monterey and 
Fremont marched toward Sacramento. 
In September the natives revolted—Gil 
lespie surrendered to them on the 29th 
and was allowed to march back to San 
Pedro with the honors of war. 

October 7, 1846, Captain A. H. Mervine 
of the fleet landed 350 men at San Pedro 
(Gillespie among them) and _ started 
toward the Pueblo. Mexican forces were 
encountered the 8th at the Dominguez 
ranch—there was a short conflict in 
which the Americans suffered some losses 
and then returned to their base. 

General Stephen W. Kearny, U. S. A., 
with a small force of Dragoons came into 
California early in December. Some of 
them were attacked by Mexicars at San 
Pascual (about 80 miles frem Los An- 
geles) December 6th and a number of 
soldiers were killed and wounded. The 
Dragoons proceeded to San Diego, where 
came also Commodore Stockton and the 
nieer. 

December 29th, 1846, Stockton and 
Kearny in command of 600 men were on 
the march to Los Angeles. January 8, 
1847, at San Gabriel River, ten miles 
south of the Pueblo, a battle was fought. 
To Kearny, quicksands in the river 
seemed an insurmountable obstacle for 
the artillery, but Stockton laconically 
ejaculated, “Damn the quicksands,” a 
crossing was made, the band played “Hail 
Columbia” and the Mexicans retired in 
haste.

MERICA must adopt permanently a short work- 
A week. It must pay a higher average wage. 
Unless these things are done unemployment 
will be permanent and will become worse. 

Permanent unemployment would mean violent action 
in resentment and in desperation. 

Social blindness does to society what individual blind- 
ness does to the individual. It shuts out light. Objects 
and objectives cannot be seen. 

It is probably correctly estimated that if we had a 
four-day work-week all men could be put to work. But 
unless we had an annual wage commensurate, with pro- 
duction purchasing power would be absent and unem- 
ployment would return. 

Less work-time, more wages—these must come to- 
gether. 

From 1919 to 1929 population grew, while numbers 
employed decreased! 

We rushed into trouble, blinded by what looks like 
prosperity. Unless our nation takes drastic measures, 
we shall find that even as we emerged from this depres- 
sion we were creating another. 

Unemployed workers will not go away to die in weak- 
kneed peace. 

Employers as a whole may be inclined to fight the 
idea of drastically shortened work-weeks and materially 
higher average wages. But to fight those measures 
means more disaster. It means postponing cure for un- 
employment. 

Industry is not more important than men and women 
and children. 

“Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, where 
wealth accumulates and men decay.” The truth of those 
lines never fades. 

Bankers squabble about export trade and continue to 
send money abroad for investment in factories where 
they can manufacture at starvation wage levels. 

There are a number of bankers who need a social 
vision and they will have to get it or-we may find a way 
to get along without bankers. 

Many industrial managers are as bitter as any 
worker could be against the wanton misconduct of some 
of our big bankers. 

America was founded to give humanity first chance. 
Big business, growing like some phenomenal thing on 
the crest of a great surge of invention, forged ahead and 
put money first. 

America must return to the idea that humanity is 
first, its welfare paramount. 

American labor does not deny the right of men to 
earn a profit, but it declares that as compared to human- 
ity profit is of no consequence whatever. Profit is dis- 
tinctly a secondary aim and it must always be so. 

To create the necessary relation between hours and 
wages and production there must be more of democratic 
practice in industry. There must be organized machin- 
ery for the making of right decisions and labor must 
share in the making of those decisions. 


Industry must organize from end to end, from worker 
to management and in its own councils it must make 
the decisions that will stabilize America and keep it 
stable. 


Higher wages, shorter hours, democratic machinery 
for constant revision, these are the necessities of the 
time. 


It is necessary to carry the America idea of self- 
government into the shop to make permanent justice 


possible. There is no other way.

We Cannat Send Idle in United States = 
Back to Land 


EW ZEALAND recognizes the existence of an un- 
IN employed problem. In this country it has been 

the policy of the administration to ignore it or to 
imply that it does not really exist. All we had to do 
was to adopt a formula; recite an incantation saying 
that all is well and chant that prosperity, which would 
mean a resumption of employment, was just around 
some mysterious corner. 


In that far-away country they seem more practical 
in their dealing: with a problem as real as hunger and 
want for millions of people. J. G. Coates has been 
appointed Minister of Unemployment in the new Na- 
tional government and his first care will be to provide 
some means for employment of the 50,000 registered un- 
employed. The new minister says that he believes that 
in the long run there will be but one solution. He 
would send the idle back to the soil to develop 100,000 
acres of crown land. 


It may be all right to send former industrialists on 
uncultivated and untamed lands, but it will require quite 
a financial outlay to carry them through even the first 
crop that would enable them, even in part, to feed them- 
selves and families. 


No such solution could be found here. We hear cries 
of pain on every side that there is a,\glut of food prod- 
ucts now. The problem here is not caused by lack of 
productivity in agriculture or in the industries, but by 
a breaking down in the distribution. Centralization of 
wealth, frozen and congested, is the cause, or one of the 
greatest of the contributing causes of the present diffi- 
cult situation. When this most apparent fact becomes 
known and steps are taken to change them we shall see 
the beginning of a new era and a system under which 
there will be no panics and no depressions. 





Labor Must Save Democracy 
VERY examination of facts and figures brings forth 
IE, one main point: 
Wealth is being concentrated in fewer hands. 

There is a growing number of billionaires and mil- 
lionaires and growth of the fortunes of those who now 
are billionaires and millionaires.

The rise in the status of the worker does not nearly 
keep pace with the growth of concentrated wealth. 

The average wage of workers is but a little over

distributed among those whose work creates commodi- 
ties. 

Progress toward decent wages and proper working 
hours is too slow for the progress being made in pro- 
duction.

Change will come by and through the ability of the 
workers to bring it about. ORGANIZATION is the need 
of the hour. More and stronger unions! This, plus an 
understanding of the facts by EVERY MEMBER.

signed postal card, which reached our 
desk a few days later: 

There are thousands of musicians 
who do not want your Christmas and 
New Year’s greetings. Aren’t you ever 
going to take a tumble to yourself? 
Those of the common herd are dis- 
gusted with your “Over Federation 
Field” stuff. We know you are royally 
entertained, but quite a few are won- 
dering where the next meal is coming 
from. 

Doubtless the writer of this card was 
created in something like human form, 
put the subject-matter contained therein 
suggests a mental pervert. If among the 
multitudinous outlines in which life is 
manifested this creature had been cast in 
reptilian mould he would undoubtedly 
have been a rattle-snake. Had he sprung 
from any one of the genus Mephitis he 
would have been a first-class skunk. Had 
he developed as a quadruped he would have 
been an ass. Had the ornithological tén- 
dency come into play he would have been 
a buzzard. Had the tribe Pediculnia as- 
serted itself he would have been a louse. 
In trying to complete the job, however, 
nature became confused and fumbled and 
the result is therefore a composite abnor- 
mality beyond the scope or possibility 
of definite classification. In his en- 
feebled conception of the functions of 
government he is an anarchist. He is 
so constituted that to see or hear an ex- 
pression of good-will from whatever 
source, adds fresh fuel to the flames of 
his insensate hate.

The 
American citizen is normally buoyant— 
inclined to an optimistic view of things 
if given half a chance; but for more than 
a year now multitudes have been called 
upon to battle an increasing volume of 
adverse circumstances. At the time the 
Labor Convention convened at Vancouver 
it was reported there were seven million 
unemployed men in the United States. 
These figures have varied slightly from 
time to time. What is the cause of it all? 
Why is America, concededly the richest 
and most affluant territory on the face of 
the earth, fairly prostrate with industrial 
paralysis? An epidemic is always a 


thriving time for quacks and cure-all pro-" 
claimers, which with thunderous detona- ’ 


tion are now being heralded from a multi- 
tude of emperical throats. 

Men may theorize as they will, but 
there are two dominant factors which 
cannot be ignored. 

First—we are in the devitalizing and 
palsying shadow of world-war demorali- 
zation. 

About all the war accomplished was to 
plunge “every national participant into 
abysmal debt. 

If the reaction from sucha holocaust 
would be a whole-hearted determination 
to end all war forever more, the wreckage 
might be contemplated with some degree 
of hopefulness; but the nations one would 
suppose to be most weary of war are the

ones which are already taking new. 
plunges into the morass of debt as though 
increasing armament in all coming years 
were the sole aim and object of national 
existence. , . 

European nations dre in many respects 
profoundly indifferent and frequently 
very touchy upon the question of paying 
their indebtedness to the United States 
—notwithstanding the fact this country 
entered the war at a crucial hour and 
helped to turn the’ tide and bring the 
tragedy to a close. ¢ 

Some figures recently compiled by the 

Washington Post from War Department 
records are both startling and disconcert- 
ing. _Everyone can make their own analy- 
sis of the prospect as to when the Euro- 
pean war debts to the United States will 
be paid. 
_ When it is recalled that the only thing 
the United States realized from World 
War participation was an indebtedness 
saddled upon her own people in round 
numbers, interest included, of fifty-two 
billion dollars, the dullest of mathema- 
ticians will not have trouble in figuring 
out the primal source of present-day 
“hard times.” 

In the second place, the people of this 
country have got to awaken from ballot 
box lethargy, attend to their political 
duties, and drive professional grafters 
from places of official power or else wit- 
ness the downfall of popular government. 

Several of the leading cities of the 
United States are perilously near munici- 
pal bankruptcy already. Taxpayers in 
many localities are beginning to revolt, 
and that type of insurrection will spread 
unless taxation relief comes soon. 

There is plenty of handwriting on the 
wall. It can be read without the aid of a 
skilled interpreter by those who have 
eyes to see. 

Eternal debt contraction, beyond the 
capacity to ever pay, is as fatal to public 
as it is to private business. 

No governmental Utopia is ever reached 
over the highway of governmental ex- 
travagance. 

World war, political grafting and gov- 
ernmental- extravagance — supplemented 
by public indifference, is the secret of the 
ills from which the American people are 
suffering today. 





The Cleveland Plain Dealer contains 
the following French criticism of present- 
day movies: 


“IT am especially bitter toward vojced 
movies in America, because they have 
taken so much and given so little in re- 
turn. Voicing a coifed, one-eared 
clotheshorse or a tough gangster is not 
enough—what pictures and ideas to 
broadcast over the world as representa- 
tive of the best we are or can do! 
‘Mickey Mouse’ is our greatest achieve- 
ment for smiles; add ‘News Events’ 
and that is about all there is worth 
mentioning. The talkies have lowered 
the mental atmosphere of our theatres; 
they have emptied them of beauty and 
realities, leaving lifeless, bleak, black 
chasms reverberant with canned 
squeaks and bellows. Even the beauty 
and thoughtfulness of the silent panto- 
mimes, as found in such a picture as 
‘Peter Ibbetson,’ is missing. ... Our 
orchestra pits are empty and silent— 
covered tombs of music, dead. This 
was the great st building force our 
cinema houses possessed—and now it 
is gone. Selfish exploiters of greed 
and gain for the few at the expense of 
the mentality of the many—and the 
livelihood of countless musicians. Pro- 
hibitionists of music for the masses. 
If you want my opinion of these money- 
grabbers—they are a damn dumb lot! 
(Have I captured the tune?)”. 


. It will be a strange chapter in the his- 
*tory of human psychology if the unparal- 
leled greed which has characterized the 
present era fails to awaken the hearts 
and minds of the masses to a desire for 
a more wholesome measure of all things 
artistic than they have recently enjoyed. 
Adversity often breeds contrition. Per- 
haps the scourge so graphically described 
by the French commentator will prove 
the forerunner of an entirely new order.

Workers Chief Sufferers 
Erom Business Depression 











American Federation of Labor Survey 
Says More Firms Cut Wages Than | 
Reduced Dividends. 





The workers. are the chief: sufferers 
from the business depression of the last 
two years. 

They have suffered in loss of earnings 
and loss of jobs. 

The millions of the unemployed have 
had their earnings totally destroyed. 

Millions more have had their earnings 
drastically reduced either by part time, 
work at standard wage rates or full time 
work at reduced wage rates, 

The workers have also suffered from 
long hours despite increased output and 
the unemployed army. 

Two years of the depression have in- 
flicted untold poverty and distress on 
those whose brain and brawn contribute 
the major element in the production of 
wealth. 

The outlook for the coming year is 
simply a continuation of the distress of 
the last two years. 

These are the high lights of the busi- 
ness and labor review of 1931 published 
in the December Monthly Survey of 
Business of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

“Business depression is said to be a 
cure for the unbalance and the ineffi- 
ciencies which develop with prosperity 
and expansion,” the Federation survey 
declares. 

“In a negative way it does make nec- 
essary adjustments. 


Production Reduced 30 Per Cent 


“Instead of raising consuming power 
to support production, depression reduces 
production to the level of an inadequate 
consuming power. 

“For the first ten months of this year 
production of our mines and factories had 
fallen 30 per cent from the 1929 average 
of physical volume—back to the level of 
1922. 


Building Construction Drops 52 Per Cent 


“Building construction for the first 
eleven months had dropped 52 per cent 
from the 1928 high level; that is, below 
the 1922 average. 

“Not only has surplus production been 
eliminated; we have gone back almost to 
the bottom levels of the last depression, 
although we have twelve million more 
persons in our population to provide for. 

“If it were possible for depression sim- 
ply to correct the unbalance of economic 
forces left by prosperity, the adjustment 
would be comparatively easy, and depres- 
sions would be short. 


Jobless Workers Lose Buying Power 


“But this is not what happens. 

“Once business starts to decline, work- 
ers are laid off, buying power is drasti- 
cally reduced, the unbalance becomes 
vastly worse. . 

“The orgy of deflations grows and de- 
pression forces drag business precipitous- 
ly downward with no more control than 
the forces which brought unbalance ex- 
pansion in prosperity. 


Wagé-Earners Lose $11,000,000,000 

“At present, wage earners’ yearly buy- 
ing péwer is below the 1929 level by 
$11,000,000,000. 

“They have lost, through unemploy- 
ment and wage cuts nearly twice as much 
as they gained in the seven years of pros- 
perity. 

“Not only is this an Immense human 
loss which will leave its crippling effect 
permanently on millions of men, women 
and children through undernourishment 
and deterioration. It is also a powerful 
economic force leading to further de- 
pression.” 


Business Volume Shrinks 

The survey points out that because of 
reduced purchasing power of the masses, 
department store sales have fallen 18 per 
cent below 1929, passenger automobile reg- 
istrations have declined 61 per cent and 
17,000 retail stores have failed during the 
year. 


Prices Shrivel 

Prices of industrial products are 23 per 
cent below 1929, and farm prices have 
fallen 44 per cent. The market prices 
of stocks, bonds and real estate mortgages 
have also shriveled enormously. 


Business 44 Per Cent Below Normai 

“By October, 1931, two years after the 
stock market collapse,” the Federation 
survey continues, “depression forces had 
reduced business activity to 44 per cent 
below normal. 


Unequal Distribution of Income 

“Certain adjustments have been made, 
but several fundamental changes have yet 
to be accomplished. 

“We have made little progress in the 
distribution of income. 

“The effort to avoid wage cuts is a step 
in the right direction and has helped to 
maintain workers’ incomes. 


149 Millionaires Get $350,000,000 

“But while workers have lost nearly 
one-third of their entire 1929 income this 
year, and total wage payments are back 
to 1922 levels, we still had 149 million- 
aires in 1930—twice as many as at the 
peak of post-war prosperity—and they 
received $350,000,000 in income. 

“Although many firms have reduced 
dividends in 1931, total dividends were 
not far from the 1929 level. 


More Firms Cut Wages Than 
Reduce Dividends 


“This year through October only 1,927 
firms have reduced or omitted dividends, 
while in manufacturing industries alone 
2,600 firms have reduced wages. 

“Over 3,300 corporations have paid divi- 
dends in the first eleven months of 1931, 
and 675 paid extra or increased dividends. 


Long Hours of Labor 


“Likewise in the hours of work, fund- 
amental readjustments have as yet made 
small progress. 

“There is at present only enough work 
on our farms, factories, railroads and 
elsewhere to give 35 hours work a week 
for everyone, if all who want work are 
to have a job. 


7-Hour Day and 5-Day Week 

“Industry cannot keep its wage-earner 
forces employed or maintain their buying 
power unless hours are reduced to a 
seven-hour day and a five-day week. 

“Surely wage earners have the right to 
earn an honest living. 

“Already an effort is being made ‘to re- 
duce hours to prevent unemployment and 
many firms are co-operating. But the 
movement must be nation-wide before the 
maladjustment can be corrected.” 


Third Year of Distress Predicted 


“Unquestionably recovery from this de- 
pression will be a long process,” the sur- 
vey continues. 

“We must look ahead to at feast a year 
of unemployment almost at present 
levels. 

Unemployment Increases 

“With the widespread improvement in 
plant efficiency introduced in the last two 
years, we are continually increasing 
technological unemployment. 

“Unemployment funds cannot last; the 
adjustment of work hours is essential, 

“Industrial activity will continue for 
some time from 20 to 30 per cent below 
1929, 

Reduced Living Standards 


“The American people in general must 
live on a much smalier budget this year. 

“Maintenance of wages is essential, and 
increases wherever possible to improve 
buying power. 

“Since 675 firms increased dividend 
payments this year, clearly many are able 
to increase wages.”

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Our next problem is that of “wealth 


and poverty.” What can be done by way 
of improving the situation? 


We may divide the subject into three 


heads: . 


Raising the average of wealth and 
income. 1 : 

Raising the lowest levels. 

Lessening the inequalities. 

. First, as to the average: Anything we 
can do to raise the average economic 
well-being, we may count as economic 
gain. This is equivalent to saving waste. 
So this first problem is the problem of 
“How to save waste.” I have listed here 
seven great waste-saving movements. We 
may save economic waste: 

(1) By reducing or abolishing war; 

(2) By reducing or abolishing disease; 
(3) By the conservation of natural re- 

sources; 

(4) By the promotion of scientific re- 
search and invention; 

(5) By the.promotion of scientific man- 
agement; 

(6) By stabilizing monetary units; 

(7) By reforming our tax systems. 

One of these, the stabilization of mone- 
tary units, has already been discussed. 
Let us next take up the problem of how 
to reduce or abolish war. War is very 
wasteful economically, to say nothing of 
its other evils; practically everyone to- 
day is agreed that war not only ought to 
be reduced or abolished, but can be. 

To my mind there are two wrong ways 
proposed. One is; that of the pacifist, 
who wants to get people to agree never to 
bear arms—never to fight. 

This is a religious tenet on the part of 
orthodox Quakers and some other sects; 
when war comes it is often a matter of 
individual, conscientious objection and 
very often such people are excused from 
going to war, or are given something else 
to do than actually fighting—some service 
behind the lines. 

In other cases these people resist any 
kind of service that would help win a 
war, and accept imprisonment instead, so 
‘that every war results in a certain num- 
ber of high grade, conscientious, even 
courageous, people being put in jail, be- 
cause they have this pacifist dogma by 
which they swear. 

I think pacifism as a doctrine is quite 
admirable—something to be respected— 
not laughed at or despised or twisted into 
an accusation of cowardice. But it is not 
a very practical solution of this problem 
of war, for two reasons: 

In the first place, you can’t get enough 
people to agree on that solution. 

In the second place, to be even more 
practical, to the extent that any one coun- 
try should get a pacifist philosophy, to 
that extent that country is apt to be taken 
advantage of by other countries. 

In a sense, of course, we are all paci- 
fists—but someone said, “I am a pacifist 
—with the emphasis on the ‘fist’.” 

This léads us at once to the opposite 
alleged solution—and that is the solution 
of “preparedness.” 

I believe in adding to armament if you 
can’t get an agreement not to. Especially 
I believe in it for the United States, be- 
Cause the United States is so powerful, 
and so rich, that if we have got to have 
competition in armaments—if we have 
got to have a showdown as to the biggest, 
most fearful navy and army, to make 
other nations afraid—we have already the 
Strongest potential position in the world. 

But preparedness of one nation leads 
to the preparedness of others, and in the 
end this competition invites war and 
Makes the war bigger when it comes. 
There is simply more ammuntion to 
shoot off. 

The World War was largely caused by 
that very thing—rivalry between France 


and Germany with respect to armies, and 
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rivalry between England and Germany 
with respect te navies. 

That’s what made the World War so 
fearful. And yet such competition can’t 
be avoided if you have complete individ- 
ualism among the nations. As long as 
you don’t have agreement, each nation 
has got to be individualistic, just as in 
cut-throat competition between railroads 
in old-fashioned rate wars. 

If nations start that sort of thing, they 
have to keep it up, even though they see 
it is going to ruin everybody. Yet, 
inasmuch as each step helps at first the 
nation which takes it, they are led right 
on, enticed, lured to destruction. 

So that immediately suggests the true 
method, which is not competition, but 
combination. There is always this di- 
lemma. 

Either we must compete with other 
nations in armaments or combine with 
them in disarmament. 

Such combination takes on several 
forms which will be discussed in our next 
Short Story.

The methods suit the situation, al- 
ways. Murder, if murder is the winning 
way. 


Not in Moscow could anti-Communists 
hold such a demonstration and look for 
anything but death in reprisal.

The red ride has come and gone and 
whatever else may be said, it did give a 
lot of people a chance to see Washington 

, and the capitol. 

In history Coxey’s famous march prob- 
ably will hold its place securely, The red 
Tide was an interiude in the growth of a 
-nation. At that and as such it passes into 
the past. ; 

There remain those who will be fooled 
by communism and those who will still 
play the three-shell game.
